Cranston to introduce bill to 
ban. halt channel oil drills

Sen. Alan Cranston, (D), Calif, 
announced today he will introduce legis­ 
lation in Congress immediately to ban 
all offshore drilling on Federal tide- 
Lightning

A Lightning bolt early this morn­ 
ing struck an off-shore oil drilling plat­ 
form owned by 
Standard Oil Co. of 
California some two miles off Carpin­ 
tería. The lightning strike ignited a gas 
vent on top of the tower, named Hilda. 
Company officials announced that the 
fire was confined to the gas vent from 
which a towering sheet of orange flame 
erupted. The spectacular sight attract­ 
ed hundreds of persons in the Carpinter­ 
ía area to the beach front as flames lit 
up the whole shoreline. 
The platform operation was said to 
have been on automatic at the time with 
no personnel aboard. A company force of 
firefighters finally reached the plat­ 
form and smothered the flames with 
chemicals shortly after 3 a.m. The fire 
had been burning for about two hours. 
The US Coast Guard cutter Cape Hal­ 
teras was dispatched from Santa Bar­ 
bara when the fire was reported and 
stood by at the scene. Company offi­ 
cials as of late this morning had not an­ 
nounced any damage figure. It was un­ 
derstood no one was injured in the inci­ 
dent. 
Hilda is one of six giant drilling plat­ 
forms off the Carpintería area in the 
Santa Barbara channel. The platforms 
are valued at up to six million dollars 
each.

County Assessor Harry W 
Holm- 
quist today was carrying out the monu­ 
mental task of placing 47,485 home­ 
owners tax exemption forms in the 
hands of county persons eligible to file 
for such returns. 
The forms have been addressed by 
the Data Processing Department, said 
Holmquist, and will be mailed for de­ 
livery on March i. 
Holmquist explained the problem is 
complicated the first year of the new 
law because of not knowing the address­ 
es of many eligible homeowners. In 
general, he showed, the mailing is being 
made to the address of the dwelling. 
Persons filing are asked to compare 
the printed assessor’s parcel number on 
the form with their tax bill. The exemp- 
tion can only be claimed on one dwell- 
ing and is limited to single family or 
duplex dwellings. 
Two forms are being mailed. One is 
f for the 1968 refund and the other is for 
the 1969 exemption to be applied against 
the 1969-70 assessment. 
Holmquest has added ten temporary 
employes to his staff to aid in process­ 
ing the claims. The time for filing is 
March 1 to April 15 of this year. There 
is no provision in the law for late fil. 
ing. The $60 refund will be made to 
home owners by the state controller’s 
office in July this year.

His statement was made following the 
end of a two-day fact-finding session of 
a Senate subcommittee on air and water 
pollution in Santa Barbara. Sen. Cranston 
was not a member of the committee, 
but was permitted to participate in the 
sessions in view of his interest in the 
problems generated by the massive oil 
eruption Jan.. 28 from the Union Oil 
Co well in Federal waters off Santa 
Barbara. 
Sen. Cranston said also he wished to 
- seek ways to phase out producing oil 
fields “ which may endanger the environ­ 
ment. ” 
“ On the basis of testimony by indus­ 
try and government expert witnesses I 
am now convinced that neither the na­ 
tional nor the state interest can be 
served by a continuation of oil drilling 
and production in the Santa BarbaraChan- 
nel,” the California senator added 
Continuing, he said. 
“ There is a constant threat in the 
Santa Barbara Channel of a disastrous 
earthquake that could rupture wells and 
cause vast and uncontrollable pollution.” 
He cited testimony given the Senate 
committee by Robert R. Curry, assistant 
professor of Environmental Sciences at 
UC Santa Barbara.

New oil seepage 
near Platform A 
SANTA BARBARA (UPI) - The flow of 
crude oil from near an offshore drill­ 
ing platform increased Tuesday and it 
appeared to be thicker and blacker than 
the previous residual seepage. 
“ We don’t have any estimate of the 
amount, except that it is considerable,” 
said a spokesman for Union Oil Co., 
operau r of the platform 5V2 miles off 
the coast. 
“ I don’t think it’s worse than the ori­ 
ginal leak, but I can’t say it’s any bet­ 
ter, either,” he said. 
The 
first 
leak 
poured more than 
230,000 gallons of oil to the surface of 
the Pacific and onto 35 miles of beaches 
north and south of this resort area. 
The well was plugged with tons of 
drilling mud and concrete Feb. 7, but 
since then the oil and gas accumulated 
in sandy strata beneath the ocean floor 
has seeped to the surface at a rate of 
about 2,000 gallons daily. 
The new flow appeared to be coming 
from the same fissure as the seepage 
of residual 
oil 
and 
appeared to be 
blacker and thicker than the slick that 
developed from the slow leak.

What avenues are open to sick, injured?

For every fulltime practicing physi­ 
cian in the Lompoc Valley there are more 
than 1,800 people who do or could need 
his service. The physician-to-population 
ratio is extraordinarily high — higher 
than for any county in the entire state. 
The state wide average is one-to-824. 
There is no question but that Lompoc 
has a doctor shortage that borders on 
being critical. And local physicians and 
hospital administrator Kenneth Wicks 
agree that the problem is likely to get 
worse, not better. 
Presently, there are only 14 physic­ 
ians in private practice on a fulltime 
basis in the entire Lompoc Valley. Not 
one of these physicians is accepting new 
patients. Some newcomers to the Valley 
complain bitterly that “ It would be easier 
to get an appointment with Howard Hughes 
than a local doctor.” An obvious exag­ 
geration, but a remark which dramatizes 
how serous the problem is becoming 
and one that reflects the ire of people who 
expect but can’t receive medical atten- 
tion within the community where they 


live and work. 
What can people do who need medical 
assistance but can’t get an appointment 
with a doctor? 
The Lompoc District Hospital staff 
and local physicians have teamed to de­ 
velop a system which insures local citi­ 
zens that they need not be concerned 
about the availability of professional 
medical attention during an emergency 
but beyond that, it’s a difficult problem 
with no easy solution in sight. 
The key to the local system is the hos­ 
pital’s Emergency Room, called ER in 
medical circles. On many weekends the 
staff of the ER examine and treat as 
many as 30 patients —only a few of whom 
could 
properly 
qualify as legitimate 
emergencies. 
What is happening, of course, is that 
people who need medical attention but 
can’t find it in the private offices of 
the physicians are turning to the Emer­ 
gency Room. The many non-emergency 
visits are forcing particular problems 
upon the hospital staff and physicians 
alike, but medical people of the Valley 
are acutely sensitive about their profes- 


sional reputations and go to great lengths 
to guard against incidents which could 
cause their concern for the public wel­ 
fare to be questioned or doubted. For 
this reason and because of the shortage 
of doctors, every effort is being made 
to keep the FR system functioning re­ 
gardless of the trials and tribulations it 
poses. 
The nature of an emergency room func­ 
tion, in any hospital, lends itself to all 
types of incidents which can produce in 
many people an over reaction or a faul­ 
ty reaction regarding the dianosis and 
treatment of an emergency. The degree 
of an emergency is one thing in the 
eye of a mother who is looking at 
her bleeding child and quite something 
else to the trained eye of the physician. 
But even in the face of such potential 
for mistakes and miscalculations, the 
ER at the Lompoc District Hospital has 
been comparatively free of criticism — 
but not entirely. 
One rumor, which received wide local 
attention a few months ago, charged that 
a woman on welfare had been refused ad­ 
mittance to the local hospital and was sent

to Santa Maria where she died. 
The truth of the rumor, is so far as 
it could be checked tor accuracy, showed 
that the woman had actually been treated 
at the Lompoc hospital. Two days later 
she was taken to the Santa Maria Hos­ 
pital where she was admitted. She was 
in the Santa Maria Hospital several days 
prior to her death. 
Administrator Wicks, emphaticinhis 
defense of the Fit at Lompoc Hospital, 
says that “ . . . no one is refused admit­ 
tance or treatment at the Emergency 
Room.” However, there are some who 
take exception. One lady, an Air Force 
wife, who asks not to be identified, re­ 
calls that four years ago she suffered 
an emergency around midnight. When her 
husband telephoned the local hospital, 
“ he was told that I had to be taken to the 
base. 
They refused to accept 
me,” 
she says, still with a touch of bitter­ 
ness in her voice. 
Wicks doesn’t discount the possibility 
of such a thing happening although he 
thinks it is highly improbable “ and cer­ 
tainly not the required procedure.”

Southern Calif, 
storms leave 
at least 9 dead

LOS ANGELES (U PI) - The “ last dy­ 
ing gasp” of a disastrous storm swept 
over Southern California today leaving a 
trail of flood-scarred canyons and rav­ 
aged homes. At least nine deaths were 
blamed on mudslides. 
The weather front moved in from the 
Pacific Sunday and brought 3.75 inches to 
the Los Angeles Civic Center, boost­ 
ing the season’s total to more than 24 
inches, near twice the normal amount. 
Mountain resort areas only 40 miles away 
had as much as 10 feet of snow. 


Killer mudslides were triggered in 
hillsides soaked by the worst winter in 
Southern California in nearly a century. 
Heavy showers fell at coastal stations 
but other points reported only traces of 
moisture as the storm dwindled and trail­ 
ed off into Arizona. “ It’s the last dying 
gasp before another front comes in this 
weekend,” a weather forecaster said. 


Some residents routed from mud or 
flood threatened homes moved back to 
assess damage. The less fortunate groj> 
ed through crumpled dwellings to salvage 
what they could. At one time Tuesday an 
estimated 12,500 persons took shelter in 
evacuation centers or with friends. 
In Orange County’s Silverado Canyon 
where a wall of mud swept through afire 
station Tuesday fresh crews of workers 
began probing the muck from bodies urw 
accounted for. 


At least five were known dead, 20 
injured and possibly 10 missing among 
the three score who had taken shelter 
in the station. 
Leroy Carter, 36, was trying to cross 
the creek outside the station when the 
hill gave way. 


“ It went through the back of the st£t 
tion like it wasn’t even there,” he said. 
“ And in a moment, I saw fire engines and 
people and everything else —. . . com­ 
ing out the front,” 


The body of one of Carter’s neighbors 
was the first to be brought out. 
Mrs, Teresa Wilkins, 58, was inside 
the station when the mud hit. 
“ It was horrible. Like an explosion. 
I ran. I crawled. I scrambled across 
the floor to the front door of the place. 
The mud and the rest of it was right 
behind me. I couldn’t move fast enough.” 
The mud pushed a fire truck against 
the front door and forced it open, and the 
debris carried Mrs. Wilkins through the 
opening to safety. 


The latest assault of rain on Southern 
California began Sunday and by early 
today the storm had dumped more than 
12 inches of rain on some mountain 
areas. The onslaught came at a time 
when many communities were still dig­ 
ging out from two back-to-back tropical 
storms in late January. They added ig> 
to Southern California’s wettest winter 
since 1884. 


Contract for Miguelito 
School awarded by Board 


Trustees of Lompoc Unified School 
District have awarded the construction 
contract for Miguelito School — ending 
legal and sticky negotiations that began 
more than two years ago. 
Tri-Central Construction Co., won the 
contract with a low bid of $701,890. 
There were three other bidders with 
bids ranging up to $756,000. The wirv 
ning bid was $720 below the budget allot­ 
ment. 
Miguelito School will be built on the 
south side of Olive Avenue, west of V 
Street. Construction will start in the next 
30 days, weather permitting. 
The project was delayed for more than 
a year after the school was approved 
when the school district, the city and the 
seller of the property couldn’t agree 
on who was to pay for the underground- 
ing of utility lines along Olive Avenue. 
Negotiations settled the hassle over a 
sewer line, but the nature of the dispute 
forced the school district to go to court 
to condemn the property. 
Still to be resolved is the question of 
who is to pay for the cost of under- 
grounding a power line. The City Coun- 
cil had ruled that the school district 
should pay the cost, but recent negotia* 
tions on the appeal of the district have

GM to recall several 
million cars, trucks 
DETROIT (UP0 — General Motors 
Corp. announced today it plans to recall 
4.9 million cars and trucks, including 
2.4 million 1965 through 1968 model 
Chevrolets in which exhaust fumes could 
enter the passenger compartment. 


It was the biggest recall ever an­ 
nounced. 
“ The possible entry of exhaust emis­ 
sions into certain of the Chevrolet mod­ 
els involved occurs only when the exhaust 
pipe is substantially out of design posi­ 
tion or deteriorated from use, ” GM said. 


The 2 4 million Chevrolets included 
certain Biscayne, Bel Air, Impala and 
Caprice 
models 
for the years 1965 
through 1968, and 38,000 of this year’s 
models with optional 350 cubic inch en­ 
gines.

Boards flood control 
proposal will be studied 


The County Water Agency on Tuesday delayed immediate action on a resolu­ 
tion by the Santa Ynez River Water Conservation District requesting the U.S. 
Bureau of Reclamation obtain from the U.S. Corps of Engineers a complete 
study of the flood control aspects of the proposed Lompoc Project and that the 
results of such studies be incorporated in the final report on the proposed 
project. 
Water Agency directors headed by Supervisor Francis H. Beattie, of Lorn- 
poc, voted to refer the resolution which has been adopted by the Santa Ynez 
River Water Conservation District to various county officials for study and re­ 
port back. 
Robert Edmonston, county water consultant, is asked to study the resolu­ 
tion, along with County Flood Control director James M. Stubchaer, Public 
Works Director Norman Caldwell and County Counsel George P. Kading. 
They are requested to report on the resolution at the earliest possible 
time. 
In addition to the flood control aspects, the resolution also shows the direc­ 
tors of thj Santa Ynez River district as voting to join the County Water Agency 
in requesting the Bureau of Reclamation to expedite the final feasibility re­ 
port on the project. Also, it requests the water agency to confirm that the 
procedure outlined in the Bureau letter of Jan. 9, 1969, will be followed on 
an expedited basis and that the water agency will assure local review of the 
draft copy of the report.

The Santa Ynez River slipped quietly 
back into the harness of its banks today 
but not before the force of its stampede 
wreaked new millions of dollars worth 
of property damages to a Valley still 
reeling under the impact of a Jan. 25 
flood. 
Follow-up reports today showed no evw 
dence of injuries nor deaths caused by the 
latest flood. 
Officials from Vandenberg AFB, city 
and county still are attempting to come 
up with a dollar estimate on the total 
damages. The most expensive single item 
destroyed by the river was the Bailey type 
bridge just installed Feb. 11 by Marines 
from Camp Pendleton. Some sources say 
the bride cost upwards of a million dol­ 
lars. Also hard hit again were Vandei* 
berg facilities located on South Van- 
denberg. 
The 
loss 
to 
the facility 
during the Jan. 25 flood was put at $2 
million. 
Base officials this morning said they 
expected to have a damage estimate to 
morrow. 
Ranchers and farmers in the lower 
Valley hardly knew how to respond. Still 
punchy from the one-two knockout blows 
delivered by the rjver within 30 days, 
most took it in stride and philosophi­ 
cally said “ we’U have to wait and see. 
First reports indicate that between 
the two flood 
disasters, an estimated 
4/000 acres of the some 14,000 nor­ 
mally under cultivation are severely 
damaged. 
A monetary estimate of crop and soil 
loss due to the twin torrents is unavail­ 
able at this time. “ We’U have to wait un­ 
til we dry out first,” ruetolly comment­ 
ed one grower, “ and even then an accur­ 
ate estimate may not be possible for 
years.” Planting on many crops has 
been delayed; production on others has 
been curtailed for the year. 
As a result of Tuesday’s devastation, 
Fourth District Supervisor Francis Beat­ 
tie said the initial estimated costs of 
rebuilding land to replace washed-away 
topsoil and nutrients might rise. The 
original estimates placed the cost level­ 
ing and replacement of damaged land at 
$50 - $800*per acre. 
Anything above that amount “ would be 
prohibitive” he said, Beattie further be­ 
lieves that “ between 200 and 300 acres” 
of river bottom land is beyond recov­ 
ery; “ the topsoil has been wiped out down 
to hardpan.” Some areas in the Lower 
Valley have apparently lost from two to 
three feet of topsoil in places. Beattie 
owns about 5,000 acres along the river 
which incurred heavy damage.

Firemen 
in daring 
rescue

(UPI)—Martin 
Cuniff 
ignored 
flames 
and 
searing heat so intense they 
melted his fireman’s helmet 
over his ears. 
Rushing to third floor, Cuniff 
peered through the black smoke 
and saw a hand sticking out 
from an office door. He pushed 
on the door and found it blocked 
by bodies stacked in a pile. 
“ I just grabbed them off the 
top,” Cuniff said. “ Some were 
alive and moaning, and some 
were dead.” 
Nine 
persons perished and 
seven others 
were 
gravely 
injured just before quitting time 
Tuesday when a flash fire fed 
by highly flammable liquid glue 
raced 
through 
a five story 
marble 
and 
granite 
office 
building on Fifth Avenue and 
48th Street in Manhattan. 
Dozens of other persons were 
led, choking and gasping, to 
safety. Firemen with gasmasks 
used aerial ladders to pluck 
from the fourth and fifth floors 
32 
persons 
leaning out 
of 
windows screaming for help. 
Most of the bodies were found 
on the third floor, where the 
fire 
was believed to 
have 
started. 
The 
victims 
were 
stacked near an exit door, and 
in an elevator that turned into a 
tomb. 
Fire officials indicated the 
foot of a man who collapsed 
from the heat prevented the 
door 
of a third floor elevator 
from 
closing. 
Several 
per­ 
ished in the elevator. 
Deputy 
Asst. 
Fire 
Chief 
Lester Snyder said the fact that 
some persons tried to use the 
elevator instead of a fire exit 
inches away may have cost 
some lives. 
He said some of the victims 
had been “ inches from safety,” 
but had made the mistake of 
entering the elevator rather 
than using the staircase through 
a door marked with a red light 
and exit sign. 
“ Most of them probably didn’t 
think to use the doorway,” 
Snyder said. “They panicked. 
There was probably a lot of 
screaming and shoving.” 
He said bodies stacked in 
front of the door might have 
prevented some victims from 
reaching the staircase and sent 
them scurrying instead for the 
ill-fated elevator. 
Flames shot 20 feet into the 
air from every window on the 
third floor, which was engulfed 
within seconds after the fire 
erupted. The intense heat sent 
popped windows from the upper 
floors 
where 
workers were 
trapped by choking black smoke 
billowing up emergency exits. 
“ You 
could 
hear 
them 
screaming for help,” said Mrs. 
F ranees Kindberg, who works 
in a nearby office building. “ It 
was terrible.”

Golden was also the editor 
and publisher of a truly unique 
publication, the Carolina Israel­ 
ite (from 1941 until it ceased 
publication in February 1968). 
At one time the paper had 30,000 
subscribers who eagerly await­ 
ed Harry Golden’s bi-monthly 
reflections 
on almost every­ 
thing under the sun. 
These same compilations of 
his witty, independent, down-to- 
earth comments on our time, 
when gathered together in book 
form, under the titles “ Only in 
America” and “ For 2 Cents 
Plain” did what few non-fiction 
books do: became successive 
No. 1 best-sellers, both re­ 
maining on the list at the same 
time! 
Additional collections of his 
pungent essays and social cri­ 
ticism have since skyrocketed 
to the upper reaches of popu- 
larity: “ The Best of Harry Got- 
den” (1968); “ Ess, Ess, Mein 
Kindt (Eat, Eat, My Child)” in 
1966; “ So What Else is New?” 
(1965); “ Your Entitle” (1962) 
and “ Enjoy, Enjoy” (1960). 
Rotund, bespectacled, scarce­ 
ly more than five-and-one-half 
feet tall, with a laugh that 
breaks out like a sudden rising 
gust, Harry - it would be un­ 
thinkable after talking with him 
for five minutes to call him Mr. 
Golden — has been an institution 
in 
Charlotte, North Carolina 
(the home of The Carolina Is­ 
raelite), since his arrival in 
1941. 
He was born in New York on 
May 6, 1903. His father was a 
reporter on The Jewish Daily 
Forward. Harry, an avid read­ 
er and youthful enthusiast in the 
Henry George movement for 
agrarian reform, attended City 
College of New York. 
He was a school teacher in the 
elementary schools of New York 
City for two years before be­ 
coming a reporter on the New 
\ ork Daily M irror. Later he 
worked in the promotion depart­ 
ment of the New York Post. 
In 1939 he went south for the 
Virginian Press Association, 
building up small weekly papers 
in the State. In 1941 he settled 
in Charlotte, where he has been 
ever since, except for an assign- 
ment of eight months on the 
Times News of Hendersonville, 
North Carolina. 
A social historian by interest 
and training, Harry Golden was 
drawn initially to Charlotte be- 
cause he felt that one of the most 
profound chapters in the de- 
velopment of the country was 
being written in the South. He 
worked for the Charlotte Obser­ 
ver for the purpose of carry­ 
ing him through while he found- 
ed his own personal journal, 
The Carolina Israelite. In 1944 
he was able to devote his full 
time to the publication. 
In 1958, “ Only in America,” 
a book of ossays taken mostly 
from the back issues of his 
newspaper, was published. It 
sold over 300,000 copies in 
hard cover and over two million 
in the paperback edition. This 
represents the largest sale of a 
book of essays in the English 
language. 
In 1959, an adaptation of Har­ 
ry Golden’s life “ Only in Amer­ 
ica” was produced as a play on 
Broadway, and Harry, an avid 
theatre-goer since his early 
days on the lower East side of 
New York, at last was able to 
see himself behind the foot, 
lights. 
In 1961, his love letter to an 
old friend, “ Carl Sandburg,” a 
commentary on the great Amer­ 
ican poet, sold over 40 thous. 
and copies in the first three 
weeks after publication. 
In the summer of 1963, he 
published a delightful book about 
the pack-peddlers of America 
and their contribution to our civ- 
ilization. Entitled “ Forgotten 
Pioneer,” with drawings by a 
prominent artist, it reached 
the best-seller list of Time, 
making Harry Golden’s score 
100 per cent. 
In the spring of 1964, he pub- 
iished “ Mr, Kennedy and the 
Negroes” the background story 
of the civil rights movement. 
His thought-provoking account 
of the sensational Leo Frank 
trial of 1913, entitled “ A Little 
Girl is Dead,” was published 
in November of 1965. 
Meanwhile, his highly popular 
collections of irreverent opin- 
ions continue to appear, and his 
syndicated 
column 
“ Only in 
America” continues to delight 
millions 
of readers*

Doctor shortage acute

“ In some instances, the dia­ 
logue 
between 
patient 
and 
medical 
personnel produces 
confusion and this in turn leads 
to misunderstandings,” Wicks 
says. “ For example, a mother 
may bring her child to the ER. 
The child may qualify for ad­ 
mission at the base hospital. 
If in our professional judgment 
the 
emergency is not one in 
which 
the 
child’s life is in 
danger, we tell the mother she 
can take the child to the base and 
be 
spared 
considerable 
ex­ 
pense. 
“ Often the mother elects to 
follow this advice but it is likely 
that in some instances an upset 
mother may construe the con- 
verstion as being a denial of 
admittance. Such is not the case. 
The mother could have elected 
to have the child treated at the 
ER and we would have carried 
out her request,” Wicks says. 
The administrator also points 
out 
that 
contrary 
to popi>. 
lar opinion, militarypersonnel, 
their dependents and all others 
are seen at the hospital during 
emergencies, if they choose. 
“ They pay taxes just like any­ 
one else and are entitled to the 
services,” he says. 
Keeping the Emergency Room 
functioning on a professional 
level in another factor which 
eats into the physicians’ al­ 
ready 
limited 
time 
— but 
most accepted it as the bare 
minimum medical assistance 
which must be available to those 
who have no other recourse. 
There always is a doctor on 
call at the Emergency Room. 
On weekends there is a doctor 
in-house 
from noon 
to mid- 
night. To help ease the staffing 
problems imposed on local phy­ 
sicians by the ER, the hospital 
recently initiated a new ER pro- 
cedure. It has received some 
criticism and even the doctors 
who 
employ 
the procedure 
are not overly happy about the 
mechanics but they accept it be­ 
cause it provides them with a 
measure of flexibility which in 
turn allows more time for oth­ 
er patients 
whose condition 
might require more attention. It 
works like this: 
When a patient comes to the 
ER, the nurse on duty talks to 
the patient to determine the na­ 
ture of the complaint. If the 
“ emergency” is obviously a 
head cold or something sim ilar 
in 
severity, 
the nurse tele­ 
phones the on-call doctor who 
then converses with the patient 
and makes the decision about the 
course of action. 
Regulations 
governing the 
new ER procedure require that 
every emergency room patient 
be treated by the on-call doctor- 
either while in ER or the fol­ 
lowing day in the doctor’s pri­ 
vate office. 
The doctor shortage also af­ 
fects Valley residents in other 
ways which are not so obvious as 
the physician-population ratio. 
As the number of doctors de­ 
clines, the number of patients 
admitted to the local hospital 
also declines. As the rate of oc­ 
cupancy goes down, the cost of 
operating the hospital goes up 
proportionately. As a result 
operating and maintenance re­ 
venues must be made up from 
somewhere. They usually come 
from an increase in room rates 
or a boost in taxes — often 
both. 
Statistically illustrating the 
hospital situation, Wicks notes 
that in 1967 there were 848 
surgery cases admitted to the 
local facility compared to 760 
in 1968, There were 18 less 
infants born in 1968 than in 
1967, All total, there were 100 
less admissions to the hospital 
this past year than in 1967. 
“ We are now averaging about 
50 per cent occupancy which is 
way low. Ideally, a hospital runs 
a 6G-70 per cent occupancy,” 
explains Wicks. 


The low occupancy rate re­ 
cently forced the hospital to in­ 
crease its daily room rate for a 
semi-private room from $34 to 
$38 and to add five-cents per 
$100 of assessed valuation to the 
district tax rate. The latter p ro 
duces about $36,000 annually. 
While it doesn’t make the high 
cost of being sick any more pal­ 
atable, Wicks points out that 
Lompoc Hospital District still 
is on the low side compared to 
Santa Maria with daily rates of 
$42, 
Santa 
Ynez 
with 
$46 
and Santa Barbara with $49. 
An example of how the doctor 
shortage snowballs into a ser­ 
ies 
of problems which ulti­ 
mately affect every local citi­ 
zen in one form or another is to 
be found in the pending depar­ 
ture of one of the community’s 
fulltime physicians. 
The physician has a highly 
active practice which numbers 
into the hundreds. During 1968 
alone he admited 138 patients to 
the local hospital. 
“ When he departs, it means 
that all patients forfnerly sent to 
the hospital by this doctor will 
not be sent here and as a re­ 
sult the average occupancy rate 
will decline. They will not be 
sent here because the present 
physician-patient load on the re­ 
maining doctors is such that 
they cannot absorb the addition­ 
al burden. The doctor’s pat­ 
ients will have no choice. To 
receive treatment they will have 
to go outside the area and natur­ 
ally 
other 
doctors 
will ad­ 
mit 
them to hospitals near­ 
est 
their practice,” 
Wicks 
explained. 
The picture is indeed gloomy* 
but there is at least one bright 
side. While on the one hand there 
is an acute shortage of doctors, 
on 
the 
other 
there 
is an 
abundance of highly qualified 
and highly trained medical per­ 
sonnel 
including 
registered 
nurses. 
Wicks is proud of the fact that 
the physician shortage notwith­ 
standing, patients in the Lom­ 
poc District Hospital receive 
excellent care and attention be­ 
cause “ there are no personnel 
shortages. The facility is rela- 
tively new and we are staffed 
by unusually highly qualified 
people.” 
The 
bright personnel p io 
ture for the hospital is caused 
by nearby Vandenberg where 
there is a large resource pool 
of trained and experienced per­ 
sonnel sent here because of mil­ 
itary commitments.

“ If your people had been on 
the scene during the Union Oil 
operation the company might 
have been more careful.” 
The statements by Sen. Moiv 
toya, chairman of the twoday 
fact-finding session here into 
the oil eruption on the Union 
lease, came after testimony by 
Solanas. 
Solanas said his regional of­ 
fice in Los Angeles has assigned 
one district engineer and a pe­ 
troleum technician last October 
to supervise the huge Federal 
leasing program in the outer 
continental shelf area in Santa 
Barbara Channel which began 
in February, 1968. 
It was on the Union Oil Co. 
lease 5.5 miles off Santa Bar­ 
bara that a well went out of 
control Jan. 28 spilling crude 
oil 
over an 800-square mile 
channel area and bathing choice 
beach and harbor areas with oil 
all along the scenic South Coast 
area of Santa Barbara County. 
Solanas told the committee he 
is hoping Congress will provide 
more funds for more help as the 
offshore program progresses. 
He said for the entire Pacific 
region his office has only 12 
field men on offshore opera­ 
tions. 
Under intensive questioning 
by Montoya, Solanas, a 14-year 
veteran with the Interior De­ 
partment, admitted that no one 
from his office has inspected 
the Union platform for the week 
that drilling went on prior to 
the big blowout. 
Solanas defended his office 


and the Union Oil operation, 
however, saying that the com­ 
pany had followed “ Interior De­ 
partment regulations to the let- 
ter” and the blowout was an 
“ unusual and unforeseen hap­ 
pening.” 
Solanas told the subcommit­ 
tee that it was the practice of 
his office to inspect at platform 
operation “ at least once” prior 
to drilling. He said he had visit­ 
ed the Union platform Jan. 10 
and inspected the operation. 
Montoya, who warned earlier 
in the hearing the “ status quo 
is not good enough,” said he 
judged from this testimony the 
USGA “ has not run a surveil­ 
lance over these operations ac­ 
curate enough to protect the 
public interest.” 
“ The Federal government re­ 
ceived 
over 
$600 
million 
for these offshore leases, we 
are told, and if we have only 
two men to supervise the chan­ 
nel offshore operations, that’s 
very poor economy for the pul> 
lie interest.” 
Montoya also lashed at Solan­ 
as, a petroleum geologist with 
14 years’experience in offshore 
supervisory operations with the 
Interior 
Department, 
on the 
matter of the new and suppos­ 
edly stiffer regulations being 
promulgated by Interior Secre­ 
tary Hickel to be applied in the 
Santa Barbara Channel. 
Solanas said he “ understood” 
more casing would be required 
in wells in Federally leased 
areas under the new program 
as proposed. 
“ Then you have had no hand 
in drawing up these regula- 
tions,” 
said 
Montoya. “ I’m 
astonished and surprised you 
don’t know what the regulations 
prescribe. And you are sup- 
posed to be the expert witness 
here.” 


Solanas then replied he had 
seen “ only the first draft.” 
The Interior Department Sec­ 
retary “ has always invited rec­ 
ommendations from me . . . and 
I am sure he will do so in this 
case.”

Less affected by the floods 
are the bean crops. If dry skies 
prevail, 
Lompoc 
Warehouse 
manager Cliff Taylor said plant­ 
ing of beans in April and May 
will be on schedule. “ But all the 
grains such as mustard and bar­ 
ley planted in the lowlands were 
lost.” Barley not unindated “ is 
looking 
yellow” 
and 
water 
soaked, he said. 
Virgil Phelps, regional man­ 
ager of Union Sugar, said the 
sugar beet harvest this year will 
now amount to only about 150 
acres as compared to an antici­ 
pated 400 to 500 acres. Beets 
are usually planted in Decem­ 
ber and January. Phelps told the 
Record that fall harvest for 
spring carrots is expected to be 
sizeably reduced, but that “ de­ 
pending on the weather,” some 
carrots would be planted within 
the next month. He said floods 
have caused a two-month gap in 
the planting of spring lettuce and 
that some cabbage fields were 
lost in the Lower Valley. 
Walt 
Manfrina, 
of Burpee 
Seeds Co. said they had “ very 
little planted” on the approxi­ 
mately 65 
acres farmed by 
Burpee, but that “ flower seeds 
we should have in the ground by 
now, such as larkspur and calen­ 
dulas, have been delayed.” He 
said there is usually between 
130 and 150 acres under cul­ 
tivation by this time, but that 
only 40 to 50 acres have been 
sown. 
“ We start planting from the 
middle of December through 
April. A few sweetpeas were 
replanted after the Jan. 25 flood? 
he reported. 
The 1968 agriculture yield, 
including cattle, was $13 mil­ 
lion. Though growers general­ 
ly agree that Tuesday’s flood 
crest may not have wrought as 
much damage as the Jan. 25 
debacle, the combination will 
mean more hidden damage in­ 
cluding additional 
soil 
e ro 
sion to the already desolated 
land. 
County and federal apprais­ 
ers toured Lompoc Valley today 
for an on-the scene assessment 
of damage wrought by the latest 
floods 
The assessment was one of 
many being conducted by public 
and private interests — even 
before the damage wrought by 
the floods in January had been 
accurrately assessed. 
All roads throughout the Val­ 
ley were open except for Cen­ 
tral Avenue, west of the city 
and portions of Ocean Avenue 
westerly 
from the National 
Aeronautics and Space Adminis­ 
trât ion facility. There was also 
some closures on roads leading 
from Ocean Avenue north to 
Central. 
Roads in and out of the Val­ 
ley were all open today, but the 
state division of highways was 
assessing damage from slides 
and cliffs that have been un­ 
der 
cut by 
the persistent 
storms. 
The NASA gate entrance to 
South Vandenberg was opened 
to traffic again this morning 
after being closed all day yes­ 
terday due to flooding. 
Security police officials said 
Highway 246 west of the NASA 
gate is heavily damaged and 
still closed to motorists. 
Nearly 100 base airmen were 
dispatched to the South Vanden­ 
berg to clean the interior of 
buildings which water had dam­ 
aged. Major buildings affected 
included range operations, the 
data control center, NASA head­ 
quarters and the NASA hangar 
building. Water levels in these 
buildings ranged from two to two 
and one half feet. 
Base officials credited a mas­ 
sive sand bagging effort by base 
airmen Monday night with keep­ 
ing water damage to a mini­ 
mum in the buildings recent- 
ly repaired following the Jan­ 
uary flood 
Base officials announced mo­ 
torists may now reach the base 
area north of the Rancho G ate by 
traveling north on 13th street 
from the main portion of the 
base. This route was closed for 
several hours yesterday due to 
bridge damage near the Rancho 
Gate. 
The LompocXasmalia road 
is still closed due to a bridge 
washout. The road is barricad­ 
ed just north of Utah gate. 
West San Antonio Road, con- 
necting the Vandenberg road and 
the Lompoc • C asm alia Road, 
is also still closed to traffic, 
officials said. 
Motorists coming from San­ 
ta Maria to the base north of 
the Rancho Gate may use Lom­ 
pocXasmalia, turning into the 
Titan gate entrance and pro­ 
ceeding north from that point. 
Due to road conditions, and 
some necessary rerouting of 
traffic, base officials reauest- 


ed persons coming to work at 
VAFB allow a little more trav­ 
el time to prevent traffic con­ 
gestion and be especially care­ 
ful in their driving. Hazards 
associated with slides and wash­ 
outs are identified with signs 
and barricades. 
Dollar figures on any phase 
damage were hard to come by. 
Some officials estimated the 
damage in the storms of the 
past few days was about equal 
to that of the January floods. 
The Southern Pacific Rail line 
from Lompoc to Surf was buried 
under about three feet of water, 
but company spokesmen today 
said the rails remained intact 
and could probably be back in 
service by Monday of next week. 
Meanwhile Johns-Manville Co. 
and Grefco Co., producers of 
diatomite products will resume 
the trucking program for ship­ 
ment similar to the plan they 
invoked after the same rail 
line was knocked out in January. 
A spokesman for the City of 
Lompoc estimated the storms 
had caused more than $100,- 
000 damage to city streets. The 
figure included all costs esti­ 
mated necessary for the re­ 
construction. 
Damage to the city’s sewer 
plant on Central Avenue was at 
a minimum, in contrast to the 
extensive damage wrought in 
January. In January the plant 
was knocked out of commission 
for several weeks. Spokesman 
said the plant continued to func­ 
tion normally today. All other 
public facilities and services 
were normal today. 
The 
heavy surge in the San­ 
ta Ynez River chewed away part 
of the southerly or upriver side 
of Robinson Bridge on Highway 
246 and forced closure of the 
viaduct for a brief period. Traf- 
fice was moving normally over 
the bridge today. There was no 
immediate assessment of the 
extent of the damage. 
Damage elsewhere was re­ 
ported heavy. One unconfirmed 
story told of a subdivision in 
Solvang being endangered by 
the undercutting of the river. 
Mission Hills Water Co., re­ 
ported heavy damage to its sew­ 
er plant unit — near Rucker 
Road during the first storms, 
but little in the most recent. 
The comapny’s unit in Mission 
Hills remained in operation. 
There was no emergency, a 
spokesman said.

By JACK WALSH 
SAIGON 
(UPI)-Communist 
raiders seized two villages on 
Saigon’s northern fringes today 
and turned back 2,000 allied 
soldiers in house-to-house fight­ 
ing.

battlefield aflame. 
American and South Vietna­ 
mese tanks churned into a sheet 
of Communist steel attacking 
the guerrillas in Dong Lach and 
Ho |Nai, just outside the giant 
U.S. air base at Bien Hoa, 15 
miles northeast of Saigon. 
The 
fighting erupted just 
after dawn today, opening the 
fourth day of a nationwide Red 
offensive which, U.S. spokes­ 
men said, has left at least 
2,000 
guerrillas

“ about 200” Americans and400 
South 
Vietnamese 
soldiers 
dead. 
War communiques reported50 
more Communist barrages into 
cities and allied bases during 
the night and said the Reds had 
invaded the headquarters base

Division north of Saigon and 
destroyed nine helicopters, kill­ 
ing 17 Americans. 
Opening with a potent mortar 
and rocket barrage, the Com­ 
munists tried a three-pronged 
attack against the Bien Hoa air 
base itself and swept into the 
two neighboring villages.

IIPI Foreign News Analyst 
When Portugal’s new premier, 
Marcelo Caetano, took over 
from the ailing Dr. Antonio 
Salazar 
last fall there was 
cautious hope that a period of 
liberalization would replace 40 
years of repressive dictator­ 
ship. 
And some liberalization did 
take place. 
Censorship continued but at 
least the press was permitted to 
mention freedoms it did not 
practice. 
The government kept out of 
the 
dispute 
between 
young 
priests and the arch-conserve 
tive Cardinal 
Emmanuel G. 
Cerejeira and permitted the 
younger men to present their 
case in the newspapers. 
The government also permit­ 
ted Mario Soares, its most 
prominent critic, to return from 
his island exile. 
Political police handled with 
comparative gentleness the few 
demonstrations that broke out 
among 
students 
and 
others 
demanding a faster pace to 
liberalization. 
Now, however, it appears the 
government fears it may have a 
runaway horse on its hands and 
has clamped down again. 
The first s ip came Feb. 10 
when Caetano in a broadcast to 
the nation warned the “ imp;*- 


tient ones,” “ youth with revolt*, 
tionary tendencies” and “ re­ 
deemers” fond of violence that 
any rush toward social andeco> 
nomic reforms faster than the 
country could handle them only 
could lead to civil war. 
The second warning came 
when Interior Minister Con- 
calves Rapazote said strikes 
are a “ prime factor of civil 
war/' 
The warning was directed to 
sitdown 
strikers

plants. 
Strikes are illegal in Portugal, 
but when the strikers returned 
to work no action was taken 
against them.

The students had been d^ 
manding dismissal of a profes­

accused of being 
“ despotic” and had planned a 
series of lectures which would 
include discussion of Portugal’s 
African wars in Angola, Mozam­ 
bique and Guinea.

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Saturn rocket has big 
role in Apollo launch 


The McDonnell Douglas-built 
Saturn S-IVB rocket stage will 
play a critical and dramatic 
role during the flight of Apollo 
9 which will include America’s 
first docking of two manned 
spacecraft and the first man­ 
ned orbital test of the lunar 
module. 
As third stage of the Saturn 
V lunar launch vehicle, the ver­ 
satile S-IVB wfll insert the 
Apollo lunar module — the four­ 
legged moon landing craft — 
and the manned spacecraft into 
earth orbit, and, while the lunar 
module is attached to the S-IVE 
stage, a vital series of maneu­ 
vers will be performed. 
This will be followed by anS- 
IVB “ first” — two restarts of 
the propulsion system in orbit 
after 
separation 
from 
the 
spacecraft. 
McDonnell 
Douglas 
Astro­ 
nautics Company, a division of 
McDonnell 
Douglas Corpora­ 
tion, produces the S-IVE at its 
Huntington Beach, California, 
facility for the National Aero­ 
nautics and Space Administra­ 
tion’s (NASA) Marshall Space 
Flight Center (MSFC), 
Hunts­ 
ville, Alabama. 
Now poised at Kennedy Space 
Center here, Apollo 9 is sched­ 
uled for liftoff at 11 a.m. (EST), 
February 28 and touchdown 10 
days later in the prime recov­ 
ery area 1000 miles east of 
Cape Kennedy. 
Jam es M. McDivitt is space­ 
craft commander, 
David R. 
Scott, is command module pilot 
and Russell L. Schweickert is 
lunar module pilot. McDivitt 
and Scott are Air Force colo­ 
nels; Schweickart is a civilian. 
NASA officials have said the 
Apollo 9 mission is planned pri­ 
marily as an earth orbit re­ 
hearsal of the maneuvers which 
the command - service module 
and lunar module will perform 
on future lunar landing mis­ 
sions.

Plant now—if possible 
says horticultural expert 


Weather and soil conditions permitting/ 
weekend and serious gardeners should 
plant now. Take advantage of the spring 
rains to have specimen blooms in time 
for the annual flower show of Lompoc Al­ 
pha Club. 


This is the advice of expert Ian Sin­ 
cla ir, local horticulturist who has receiv­ 
ed All American Horticultural Achieve­ 
ment Awards for his company including 
two gold medals, four silv er, several 
bronze, and other recognition. Sinclair 
has served as a specim ens judge for Al­ 
pha Club flower show for many years 
and holds the title of "quality controller” 
at Bodger Seed Co. He is chairman of 
the Lompoc Beautification Committee. 


Seeds to be planted now include ralerw 
dula and stock. Set out the following plants 
growing in flats; snapdragons, carna- 
tions, pansies, petunias, dianthus and 
m arguerites. Shasta, Ester Reed and 
some other daisies may bloom by show 
time, June 28-29. 


It is too late to plant larkspur, sweet" 
peas, hollyhocks or delphiniums for late 
June flowering. Gladioli bulbs may be 
planted now. L illies, including callas, 
cannas, Peruvian, Inca, divided now, may 
bloom by festival time if the weather is 
particularly favorable.

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Compromise brings end to spring 
talks between players, owners

NEW YORK (UPD—Baseball 
moved out of the conference 
rooms and onto the playing 
fields today but the game, the 
players 
and commissioner 
Bowie Kuhn may never be the 
same 
after 
the 
settlement 
Tuesday of the pension fund 
dispute. 


The players called off their 
boycott of spring training after 
reaching a compromise three- 


year settlement with the owners 
that featured a $5.45 million 
yearly 
contribution 
to 
the 
pension fund by the owners and 
a reduction in the qualifying 
limit from five to four years. 


The negotiations produced the 
settlement when the owners, 
who originally 
offered 
$5.1 
million, 
boosted their 
$5.3 
million offer of last week to 
$5.45 million and reduced the 
qualifying limit from five to 
four years. That reduction will 


currently 
affect 78 players, 
including Satchel Paige, who 
was put on the roster last year 
by Atlanta. 
The players also gained a 
several fringe benefits includ­ 
ing an early retirement benefit 
at age 45, more life insurance, 
a dental plan, more widow, 
maternity and disability bene­ 
fits and a modified severance 
plan. 
The players also prevented 
the owners from cutting out 
their claim to a percentage of 


the TV revenue. The issue was 
bypassed and no attempt was 
made to define the players’ 
right to it. The matter now 
stands the same way it did in 
the old contract and Miller 
claims the players’ right to a 
percentage of the TV revenue is 
"unimpaired and unlimited.” 


Although no percentage was 
written into the contract, the 
players 
managed 
to 
retain 
about 
one-third of the 
TV 
revenue. They had $4.1 million 
Baseball tourney plans 
rescheduled once again 


of the $12.3 million in the old 
pact and now have $5.45 million 
of the $16.5 million in the new 
TV agreement. 
Marvin J. Miller, executive 
director of the Players Associa­ 
tion, said Kuhn’s action was 
"instrum ental” in paving the 
way for a settlement. 
He said he was "happy” with 
the 
settlement but said the 
players 
"gave considerably” 
and 
that 
"something better 
could have come out of it if we 
had been given something close 


to unanimous support.” 
The players originally asked 
for $6.5 million and had scaled 
down their demands to $5.9 
million and he admitted the 
defections had hurt the players’ 
cause.

Moscow willing to meet but may not 'give' much

VIENNA (UPB-The Kremlin 
wants an early meeting with 
President Nixon, but the Pres­ 
ident 
can expect little real 
“give” from the Soviet, accord­ 
ing to authoritative diplomats in 
the Red Bloc’s capitals. 
Diplomats from 
hard line 
Warsaw to occupied Czechoslo­ 
vakia let it be understood that 
the Kremlin “is waiting” for 
Nixon, before it completes its 
important policy review now 
under way in Moscow. Moscow 
is unlikely to offer anything 
meaningful, but is anxious to 
open the pipe line to the White 
House and to keep it open. 
This was the general assess­ 
ment 
that 
emerged 
in 
the 
course of talks with leading 
personalities in bloc countries 
and Yugoslavia over the past 
two weeks. 
According to 
the 
general 
concensus, the Kremlin does not 
want any return to the Cold 
War. It wants an easing of 
tension with the United States 
and the early start of talks on a 
missile moratorium, the Middle 
East and a series of bilateral 
problems 
including expanded 
trade. 
But Moscow, they indicated, 
does not want at this stage any 
long term major policy commit­ 
ments that would tie its hands. 
It wants to keep the options 
open on the wider global issues. 
First 
and 
foremost, 
the 
Kremlin Troika appears to aim 
at American recognition of the 
“ status quo” in Europe-the 
affirmation, open or tacit of the 
present bdWders in Europe, with 
its 
dividing 
line 
along the 
former Iron Curtain. The Czech 
crisis 
was 
said 
to 
have 


heightened Moscow’s desire for 
some such American pledge or 
gesture. 
Soviet desire for some form 
of accomodation with the Nixon 
Administration, at low cost to 
t h e 
Russians, 
appeared 
moreover not least prompted by 
fears that Peking, despite its 
latest recalcitrance may try to 
improve 
relations with the 
United States, to “encircle” the 
Soviet 
Union-the 
Kremlin’s 
perpetual nightmare. 
Russia also wants American 
help in the Mideast conflict, 
having herself failed to enforce 
a settlement. Moscow was said 
to be increasingly worried about 
Arab dissilusionment with So­ 
viet inactivity and about the 
ability of the ruling regimes of 
its proteges, notably President 
Gamal Abdel Nasser to with­ 
stand the growing pressures of 
the extremists, who are no 
friends of the Soviet. 
The 
implication of those 
explanations clearly showed the 
Kremlin anxious to avoid any 
possible confrontation with the 
United States in the explosive 
Mideast while hoping Washing­ 
ton would pull the chestnuts out 
of the Mideast fire for the 
Russians, 
leaving them 
en­ 
trenched in the area. 
East European diplomats in 
close touch with the situation, 
through contacts with Moscow 
and the Warsaw pact also left 
little doubt that Russia consi­ 
dered the 
bloc nations her 
undisputed sphere of power and 
wants it understood clearly the 
West must keep out politically, 
militarily and ideologically. 
The Russian occupation of 
Czechoslovakia has firmed up 
the Eastern Bloc and is likely to 


keep it tight, thus deepening 
rather than eroding the East- 
West division <n Europe. 
The Russians were expected 
to speak more in “bloc” term s 
in 
any future dialogue with 
President Nixon and the West 
than 
had been the case in 
recent years. 
The Kremlin’s doctrine of a 
“socialist 
commonweath” 
which they alone want to lead 
and 
whose 
members 
must 
accept curbs on sovereignty as 
dictated by the Soviet Union's 
security and ideological con­ 
siderations will provide the new 
basis for Kremlin negotiations, 
against 
the 
hardened back­ 
ground of “spheres of power 
between the super powers,” 


according to the informants. 
Nor is Russia's push to the 
Mediterranean 
and 
beyond, 
through the Suez Canal toward 
the Indian Ocean likely to be 
basically altered. 
The 
push may be slowed 
down. 
if 
talks 
with 
the 
Americans prove successful in 
general terms^But Russia, the 
informants stressed is in the 
Mediterran* an to 
stay 
and, 
apparently seriously hopes to 
push the American Gth Fleet out

dispatches 
dealing with the wide use of 
marijuana in the United States, 
much of it by schoolchildren. 
Today’s chapter tells how most 
of the marijuana weed —“ pot” 
in popular jargon—comes into 
the country from Mexico.

S AN YSIDRO, Calif. (UPI>- 
It is late Sunday afternoon and 
the bullfights have just ended. 
The last race at Caliente has 
been run and the horseplayers 
are streaming from the track. 
The 
weekending California 
couples are speeding up the 
magnificent 
Mexican coastal 
highway 
from Esenada. The 
vacationers with license plates 
from Colorado and Missiouri 
and Michigan have the back 
seats of their cars littered with 
pottery and pinatas. 
And then, all at once, they 
come to a traffic jam that 
makes the wall-to-wall traffic 
on New York’s Long Island 
Expressway at rush hour look 
like the Indianapolis Speedway. ( 
It is the United States border 
crossing point between Tijuana 
and San Ysidro, 20 miles south 
of San Diego. 
It will take six hours fcr 
25,000 automobiles backed up in 
Mexico to clear through 18 
gates, pasi immigration and 
customs. 
Three cars a minute, one 
every 20 seconds. Through one 
gate in one hour, 1G0 cars will 
pass. Every five minutes or so, 
a driver will be told to get out, 
unlock his trunk. 
Maybe one car out of 15 will 
get such cursory inspection. 
Every once in a while a car will 
be pulled out of the line and 
directed to a secondary search 
area where it will be given a 
real going over. 
Inside the immigration-cus­ 
tom s building, a 16-year-old 
Mexican-American girl sits on a 
bench softly crying. She and her 
boyfriend have been caught. On 
a 
table 
nearby 
lie 
two 
cellophane packets, each the 
size of a brick, enclosing a 
green substance that looks like 
a crumpled up weed. 
That is exactly what it is. It 
is marijuana. Two kilos, 4.4 
pounds. 
The girl and the boy, who has 
already been jailed, and the two 
little packets represent the total 
catch of marijuana smugglers 
over a three-hour period this 
Sunday afternoon. 
Yet this is by far the greatest 
entry point of marijuana into 
the United States. Of the entire 
supply of Marijuana entering 
the 
entire 
country, 
it 
is 
estimated that more than 70 per 
cent-perhaps up to 90 per cent 
—comes in from Mexico across 
the border into California. 
The United States Customs 
Service here faces an almost 
impossible task. That morale is 
high is a tribute to the men 
who, almost without exception, 
have made It a career. 
In the course of 1968, there 
were 38 million border cross­ 
ings in the California-Arizona 
district. The agents not only 
check on marijuana, drugs and 
narcotics but have the broad 
responsibility of collecting duty 
on all items bought in Mexico 
and in preventing the import of 
any liquor. 


The arrests and seizure for 
marijuana 
smuggling on

border here reflect the aston­ 
ishing increase in the use of 
“ pot” in the United States.

enormous amount. 
The great magnet is the city 
of Los Angeles, 150 miles to the 
north, with its own cast market 
for marijuana and the clearing 
center for shipments across the 
nation.

after driving across the con­

Not only must the customs 
people watch automobile smug­ 
gling bHt they also must check 
airports and coastal shipping, 
particularly fishing boats com­ 
ing up from Mexican waters. 
Small airplanes take off from 
remote fields in Mexico and 
drop bundles of “ grass” on the 
California desert where they 
are retrieved by confederates.

Johnson said the customs men 
have been successful in combat­ 
ting this method.

ing the controvei -ial proposal 
at a special joint hearing of the 
Senate and Assen bl\ Agricul­ 
ture Committees. 
The state Depaitment of Ag­ 
riculture wants to shut the 18 
state plant quarantine stations 
at sites along the border during 
the next five years and replace 
them with an intensified intra­ 
state system of detection and 
eradication. 
“ It’s sim pler for me as a 
farm er not to have to fight the 
bug than to fight the hug,” the 
lawmakers were told by Louis 
de Martini, president of the I os 
Angeles County Farm Bureau. 
De Martini, who said he crew 


m ustard greens and collards 
for the black community’s soul 
food market, testified the “ de­ 
terrent effect of tiftse stations 
is tremendous.” 
Likewise, Dr Jam es B. Ken­ 
drick, University of California 
vice president for agricultural 
sciences, warned against aban­ 
doning the border stations until 
improved methods of detecting 
and 
controlling 
destructive 
pests are devised. 
He likened closure to remov­ 
ing the wire screen from a 
house window and killing the 
entering insects with a fly swat­ 
ter. 
“ This plan is prem ature at 
this stage ami we need much

work in the detection 
stage,” Kendrick, a plant path­ 
ologist, told the day-long hear­ 
ing.

ment’s $1.4 million in bug sta­ 
tion costs. The sum would be 
spent on beefed-up pest detec­ 
tion and eradication program s. 
Three such stations already 
have been closed and others 
ire scheduled during the next 
fiscal year to scale-down their 
operations. The move is bitter­ 
ly o p p o s e d by most farm 
groups, often staunch allies of 
Reagan. 
No outside witnesses testified 
in favor of the departm ent’s 
controversial plan. 
After the hearing Senate Ag­ 
riculture Chairman 
Fred W. 
M arier Jr., R-Redding, told re­ 
porters, 
“ I 
don’t 
think we 
should give up the border sta­ 
tions until we have something 
else.” 


He said the department failed 
to 
convince 
him that other 
states such as Arizona would 
improve their bug inspection 
program s to intercept motor­ 
ists before they reached Calif­ 
ornia. 
M arier said lie expects mem­ 
bers of the agriculture commit­ 
tees to offer legislation either 
protesting closure or attempt­ 
ing to block it outright. He did 
not indicate he would sponsor 
such legislation. 


But Chairman Alan G. Pattee 
of the Assembly Agriculture 
Committee indicated after the 
hearing tie still favored aboli­ 
tion of the quarantine station .. 
He said they constituted a nui­ 
sance to m otorists and there 
were “ seriousquestions” about 
how effective they were. 


David Bingham, chief of ttie 
departm ent's Bureau of Plant 
Wuarantine, acknowledged un­ 
der 
questioning 
from 
law­ 
m akers that there would be a 
tenfold Increase in the number 
of bugs traveling to California 
by vehicles when the stations 
were padlocked. 
He agreed with figures sup­ 
plied the committees by San 
Diego County reporting that last 
year more than 80,000 lots of 
prohibited plant m aterial capa­ 
ble of harboring destructive 
pests were intercepted. From 
the m aterial, 3,100 live insects 
were found. 


“ There’s an awful lot we « an 
do in the next five years on 
detection,” 
Bingham told the 
hearing.

inspection of private 
passenger cars at the border 
would be abandoned, most com­ 
m ercial truck shipments would 
continue to be checked, proba­ 
bly at Highway Patrol weighing 
stations.

What 
most young people forget is 
that programs like the Peace 
Corps and Vista are actually 
designed to help underdevel­ 
oped people, either here or 
abroad, become better busi­ 
nessmen. It’s ironic.” 
But, when it comes to pol­ 
itics, a little irony can go a 
long way. 
Or, as Bill Prim e, execu­ 
tive vice-president of Equity 
R e s e a r c h , one of Wall 
Street’s hippest investment 
establishments, puts it, “ Pol­ 
itics has got to be a losing 
proposition as far as money 
is concerned. It was only a 
few years ago that every­ 
body said that only a rich 
man could afford to be presi­ 
dent. Now I wonder how any­ 
body can afford to be the 
chief executive. With the ex­ 


penses being what they are, 
it’s a wonder we can find 
anybody who wants to go 
after the job.” 
1 his may come as som e­ 
thing of a shock to those 
Americans who c o n s i d e r 
President Nixon’s recent pa\ 
boost to $200,000 to be living 
high off the hog, but a look 
at the figures reveals that 
the current president is prac 
tically a candidate for the 
poverty program. Corpora­

had an edge. 


W ay back in 1789, when 
George Washington was up 
to his ears in founding the 
Republic a n d suppressing 
latent childhood fears that 
took the form of dreams of 
being attacked by a berserk 
cherry tree, it was estab­ 
lished that the nation’s No. 
1 citizen would receive a 
salary 
of $25,000

During the late days of the Johnson Administration, Joseph 
Barr, secretary of the treasury, and Sheldon S. Cohen, inter­ 
nal revenue commissioner, came up with a proposal that a lot 
of people approve. It would provide a graduated minimum in­ 
come tax that would reach the very wealthy who now, through 
various provisions of the tax laws, pay no income tax what- 
U.S. still cold 


The agreement reached with Cuba to allow the passengers 
of hijacked airliners to depart the same day they make their un­ 
scheduled landings in Havana and in the same plane that brings 
them should greatly reduce the inconvenience experienced by 
hapless hijackees and the expense suffered by the airlines. 
Unfortunately, it is not likely to do much toward the solution 
of the problem of the hijacks themselves, which have occurred 
at about an every-other-day frequency so far in 1969. 
A further agreement, suggested by some, to provide for ex­ 
tradition of hijackers would certainly discourage the practice, 
but it is doubtful whether this kind of agreement would be de­ 
sirable, if attainable. The United States would not want to 
place itself in the position of being obligated to return Cubans 
who commandeer their country’s planes to fly to freedom, al­ 
though there has only been one such incident, one involving the 
theft of a crop-dusting plane. 
For the same reason, many nations view proposals of an in­ 
ternational convention in this area as unwisely infringing on the 
right of political asylum. Thus the hijack or skyjack problem 
remains a problem. 
However, there are other thaws in the wind that has chilled

U.S.-Cuban relations for the past 10 years, of which the limited 
and informal agreement on hijackings is only one. 
Hints from Havana suggest a readiness for some kind of nor­ 
malization of diplomatic and trade relations with the United 
States. Just as there may have been some propaganda value 
when the hijackings first began but thev have now passed the 
point of diminishing returns, so Castro’s hate-the-Yankees po­ 
licy may be reaching the end of its usefulness. 
Strangely enough, one of the countries working behind the 
scenes to promote this normalization is the Soviet Union, 
which finds the economic burden of politically maverick Cuba 
an increasingly unprofitable albatross around its neck. 
Americans who want no truck with Communist Cuba need 
not take alarm. The road to any such accommodation would be 
a long one, with many large obstacles in the way, including, 
to name but three, the matters of the U.S. base at Guantanamo, 
of indemnity for expropriated U.S. property, of the professed 
aim of Castro to export revolution to Latin America. 
Moreover, there is no indication that the bearded one is 
really prepared to start down that road, and he is still very 
much in charge of Cuba.

way 
must be 
found, therefore, to give West Europeans 
a sense of equality. 


One concept on the agenda — two- 
track East-West meetings. West Europe­ 
ans, under this plan, might take the 
lead in talks with East Europeans, the 
United States in negotiations with Mos­ 
cow 
There would be regular consultations 
on objectives and strategy. 
Such a formula, if adopted, would be 
flexible. It would allow for various com­ 
binations, including four-country talks oi 
the type proposed for the Middle East 
— involving France, Britain, Russia and 
the United States. 


The exact structure is less important 
than the principle — that East-West prob­ 
lems should be so subdivided that lead­ 
ership could be taken at any time by any 
nation or group of nations. 
This approach is calculated to stimu­ 
late a greater community of interest 
between the United States and its part­ 


ners. 
Otherwise, Nixon’s advisers fear a 
growing resentment of the United States 
in Western Eruope. These nations won’t 
be willing, it is believed, to have the 
United States take the top role per­ 
manently and exclusively in negotiations 
that have strong effects on their futures 
Some leading Europeans naturally fear 
their interests might be submerged in 
U S attempts to secure a peace suited 
to its own safety. 


people becoming so “ well-informed?” 
Through television? 
There are probably many answers to 
the evident 
contradiction. 
Obviously, 
some schools are very good; more people 
are attending them, and more are stay­ 
ing in the school system longer. Obvious- 
ly, too, television and other means of 
mass communication have indeed ad­ 
vanced greatly a young person’s chances 
for acquiring informaton. 
But there is also heavy evidence that 
the basic proposition about the state of 
young people’s knowledge is being quite 
extravagantly overstated in countless 
instances. 
A year ago, foreign affairs specialist 
George Kennan wrote a magazine piece 
assaulting student radicals, who often 
gain some sympathy well beyond their 
own small numbers from faculty mem­ 
bers and less militant students. 
The outpouring of written response to 
that piece, some of it favorable but 
much more unfavorable, so staggered 
Kennan that he finally decided to com­ 
pose a reply, in abook called “ Democra­ 
cy and the Student Left,” which ran five 
times the length of his first piece. 
Printed in the newer work are many of 
the 
student 
and 
teacher 
responses 
he drew in early 1968. Some are thought­ 
ful and well-reasoned. Yet all too many, 
sad to say, simply underscore the charg­ 
es he laid on the rebels in the first place. 
Rational thought showed itself rarely. 
Mental confusion was rampant. Many cri­ 
tical respondents were especially out­ 
raged that Kennan dared to suggest they 
might do a little studying at school. 
They seemed to regard the university 
first as a place for them to dominate, 
in one degree or another, and then to use 
mainly as a physical staging base for 
mass political action and other real-life 
movements against the outside world 
whose shortcomings troubled them.

Washington calling by Marquis Childs 
Time running out 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 24—The commo­ 
dity in short supply for the Nixon a^ 
ministration is time. The clock ticks re­ 
lentlessly on and the press of matters 
that cannot be long postponed grows 
more urgent daily. 
Here at home it is the cities. Basic 
services threaten to break down com­ 
pletely. Abroad it is the glimmering, 
and yet perhaps dwindling, chance to get 
agreement with the Soviet Union on a 
pause in the Nuclear arms race. 
These are matters 
of life and death that 
w ill not wait for an 
indefinite 
future. 
This is true, above 
all, 
in light of the 
next upward spiral 
looming just ahead in 
the race for nuclear 
superiority; for se- 
K 
curity through arma­ 
ments that in the mis­ 
sile age is a fatal il­ 
lusion. 
The President’s trip to Europe is a 
necessary undertaking. 
He w ill have demonstrated his concern 
for the Western Alliance and his desire 
to help straighten out the disarray and 
the lack of harmony in that alliance. In 
such a quick visit — five capitals in 
seven days — he can hardly do more 
than prove his good will and establish 
firsthand ties with the leaders of the 
alliance. 
If the trip is to be really useful it 
must be seen as a prelude to negotia­ 
tion with the Soviets. President Nixon 
w ill assure the men he meets that he 
does not mean to go over their heads 
in dealing with Moscow. He w ill con- 
vince them that negotiating a pause in 
the arms race does not mean the two 
giants are conspiring to divide the world 
into spheres of domination. 
In some respects Nixon has made a 
good start. He named Gerard C. Smith 
to be director of the Arms Control and 
Disarmament Agency. Smith is excep­ 
tionally qualified by experience and back­ 
ground and by a dedicated belief that 
progress can be made toward scaling 
back the mountain of annihilation stored 
in each country. President John F. Ken­ 
nedy credited Smith with initiating and 
bringing to a successful conclusion the 
hot line with Moscow. 
Smith succeeds William C. Foster who 
with his deputy, Adrian Fisher, did more 
than has ever been publicly acknowledged 
to unify the Johnson administration be­ 
hind an accepted negotiating position. It 
took remarkable patience and persist­ 
ence to get all the elements of the 
m ilitary together with the State Depart­ 
ment, the Atomic Energy Commission and 
everyone else with a finger in the pie. 
The question now is whether Smith 
must repeat the performance with the new 
administration. Does Secretary of De­ 
fense Melvin Laird"s hard line on nucle­ 
ar should it be nuclear superiority rep. 
resent the administration or is it merely 
the Pentagon view of a bargaining posi­ 
tion? Laird has talked about a wait of 
anywhere from six to 
nine 
months 
b e f o r e 
negotiation 
with the Rus­ 
sians can begin. That would be spend­ 
ing the precious wasting asset of time 
in a way that could well close out any 
opening in the foreseeable future. 
On the Soviet side, too, the swift pas­ 
sage of time puts in doubt the hope of a 
few months ago. Rumblings from within 
the mysterious fastness of the Kremlin 
indicate an upheaval that could spell 
the doom of the moderates and a new ice 
age, with the door to the West slammed 
shut. 
The disarray in the Communist world 
is far greater than in the West. The irv- 
vasion of Czechoslovakia aroused deep 
fears and antagonisms in Eastern Europe 
and in the Communist parties in Western 
Europe. 
Moscow's 
pronouncement of. 
limited sovereignty among Communist 
states is bitterly resented, with Ruma­ 
nia and Jugoslavia speaking out pub­ 
licly to refute the doctrine of second-rate 
citizenship. 
To put at least a better face on this 
disarray 
the Soviets have finally got 
agreement for a meeting in May, the 
first since 1961, of the Communist par­ 
lies from all over the world, with the 
defectors, conspicuously Red China, ex­ 
pected. Even if the United States were 
to come forward, prepared to say rea­ 
dy and willing for the missile talks next 
month, could Moscow respond prior to the 


May meeting? Or would the meeting 
of 70 or more party bosses have to vote 
approval for the talks? 
No one on the outside can answer 
these questions. Prem ier Alexei Kosy­ 
gin has both publicly and privately, not­ 
ably in his talk last November with 
former Secretary of Defense Robert S. 
McNamara, conveyed his own great sense 
of urgency. He told McNamara his gov­ 
ernment was ready to start at once. 
That was as the transition from one 
administration to another was about to 
take place. Four months have passed. 
The fear haunting those who believe this 
may be the last chance is of another ac­ 
cident 
It might be another U-2 spy 


plane, and in a sense the Czech inva­ 
sion was an accident cutting across the 
planning of those in both Washington and 
Moscow seeking a way to the confer­ 
ence table. 


“ Let’s imagine that the headlines trum­ 
pet a new Soviet weapon. Whether fact 
or Pentagon fantasy, it could mean a full 
stop Since the administration seems to 
have no plan to advance the Vietnam 
peace talks, a new escalation would serve 
those 
set against any disarmament.

Seasoned performers 


Anybody who thinks all public meet­ 
ings are dull and boring should have been 
in attendance at last week’s session 
of the Santa Ynez River Water Conser­ 
vation District held in Lompoc. 
Perhaps to the un­ 
initiated and the am­ 
ateur 
student of the 
Lompoc dam project, 
the meeting was bor­ 
ing because there was 
no screaming, no desk 
pounding, no accusa­ 
tions. 
But 
to 
the 
discriminating 
eye 
and ear of the seri­ 
ous student who has 
followed the history of the project, it 
was a professional display of subtle 
diplomacy. 
Key performers in the political dra­ 
ma were Virgil Phelps and Richard Hen­ 
ning, with the chief supporting cast be­ 
ing attorney Stanley Hatch and board 
chairman Andrew Petersen. 
At this point in time, proponents ofthe 
dam project are anxious to get the $300,- 
000 feasibility study which recommends 
the construction 
of a dam and huge 
reservoir on the lower Santa Ynez River, 
off the dime and on the desk of Secre­ 
tary of Interior Walter Hickel. From 
that point it is hoped the project will re­ 
ceive Congressional blessings and the 
financial 
innoculations 
necessary 
to 
bring it to a successful conclusion. 
It was Phelp’s intention to get the 
board to pass a resolution calling for 
the study to be speeded along the bumpy 
bureaucratic trail from the Regional of­ 
fice in Sacramento to the Secretary’s 
office in Washington. 
He proposed and received unanimous 
support in his motion to request the 
Bureau of Reclamation to step out smart­ 
ly. However, the motion was condition­ 
ed with the provision that the Eoard have 
the opportunity to view the final study. 
A portion of Phelps’ selling program 
on the speed-up motion was the fact that 
the flood control element of the project 
would help reduce the chances of a re­ 
peat flood of the Jan. 25 severity. In 
so doing he also said flood control below 
the proposed dam and up river to Lake 
Cachuma should also receive attention. 
That was the discussion line which 


cued Henning on stage. He said he con­ 
curred with Mr. Phelps but thought the 
flood control proposal should be made a 
part of the Lompoc dar.. study. 
Phelps objected on the basis that on 
the one hand the Board was asking for 
a speed-up of the study while at the same 
time it was cranking in a provision which 
would delay it. He said he preferred to 
have the county study the flood control 
situation separately from the Lompoc 
dam project. 
Henning said he hated to be picky 
about the idea but he felt that the flood 
control could not properly be studied 
without becoming a iiart of the total pic­ 
ture. He felt sufficiently strong about 
the matter to put it to a test vote. It 
passed with Phelps casting the single 
negative vote. The stage was then set 
so that Phelps was caught in a “ damned 
if you do and damned if you don’t” 
trap. 
Hatch, who serves as legal counsel 
to 
the 
Board, 
suggested 
that the 
whole matter might be simplified if Hen­ 
ning’s motion could become a part ofthe 
original motion made by Phelps. Again 
Phelps objected saying it would be best 
to keep the matters separate. Henning 
called for the question and forced the 
vote which again found Phelps casting 
the single negative vote. 
The coup de grace came in the form 
of a motion directing that the motion 
which was to be sent forward to the 
County Water Agency be the original mo­ 
tion made by Phelps with the amendment 
made by Henning. 
If Phelps had voted no again, it would 
have put him on record as being oppos- 
ed to speeding up the dam study and also 
being opposed to studying flood control 
for the full length of the Santa Ynez 
River. 
It was a neat bit of political diplomacy 
which lifted the entire production from 
the amateur rating to that of profes­ 
sional, 
thanks to seasoned performers 
who handled their parts well after stu­ 
dying the script at great lengths. It ful­ 
ly demonstrated that the political arena 
requires a quick mind and considerable 
skill and especially when the stakes 
could be as high as $67 million - the 
presently estimated cost of the Lompoc 
dam project.
